‘Federal Tribunal Upholas Mrs. Floride’s 
Insurance Verdict.

Thé United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Monday affirmed the judgment of the 
trial court in favor of Nancy K. Florida 
against the Aetna Life Insurance Co. on 
two policies on her husband's life, aggre- 


gating 415,000. Alonzo K. Florida took poi- 
son April 27, 1893, and the Aetna company 
refused to pay the policies on the ground 
that Florida contemplated suicide at the 
time he took out the insurance. The de- 
fendant in its recital of errors averred 
that Judge Priest in explaining to the jury 
the Mitsouri law about suicide amd insur- 
ance, defined the word contemplate to 
mean intend. 

Judge Thayer, who wrote the opinion of 
the appellate court, discussed this objec- 
tion and said in conclusion: 

“Upon thé whole, therefore, we conclude 
that the statute should be construed to 
mean that hereafter it shall be no defense 
to a suit upon a life insurance policy that 
the insured committed suicide, unless it 
shall be proven to. the satisfaction of the 
court or jury that the Insured intended or 
hed resolved to commit suicide at the time 
when he made his application for the policy. 
This, as we understand the charge, was the 
view that was entertained by the trial court 
and substantially expressed in its instruc- 
tion; and in thus declaring the law no error 
was committed.”’ 

The judgment obtained by the H. T. 81 
mon- Gregory Dry Goods Co. against R. D. 
Williams on an attachment bond for $2,000 
was affirmed. The same day that W. T. 
Nesbit, an Arkansas merchant, gave the 
Simon-Gregory company a bill of sale on 
his stock, the Schwab Clothing Co. filed 
an attachment with Williams as a bonds- 
man.

DELAYED SILVER SHIPMENTS. 


St. Louis Banks Want a Rule of the 
Treasury Changed. 

The banks of St. Louis are suffering de- 

lays in making ehipments of silver to 


Texas points, owing to a rule promulgated 
— @ year ago by the Treasury Depart- 


Up to the time the rule was put in force 
it was the custom of the local banks in 
sending coin to their Texas correspondents, 
to deposit the amount of the desired ship- 
ment with the local sub-treasury, by which 
it was ship direct to the Texas corres- 
pondent, the Government paying the express 
charges. 

By the order of the Treasury Department 
this privilege was withdrawn, as far as 
Texas was concerned. In order to make 
shipments of coin now, the local banks must 
make their deposits as before with the lo- 
cal sub-treasury. A certificate of such 
— — is then sent, by mail to the New 

eans Sub-Treasury, and from there the 
shipment is made to Texas. This the local 
bankers claim occasions a delay of at least 
36 hours, which oftentimes causes great 
inconvenience. 

The banks here which do céfisiderable bus- 
iness with Texas will take tp the matter 
through the St. Louis Congressmén and en- 
deavor to have the former order of things 
restored so that shipments of coin may 
be made direct from the St. Louis Sub- 
Treasury to their Texas connections.

AN IDIOTIC POLICY.

THE CHICKAMAUGA DEDICATION. 

Perhaps the greatest and certainly the 
best memorials to the soldiers of a nation 
will be practically completed this week in 
the dedication of ‘Chickamauga National 
Park. 

The Chickamauga Park is twenty-two 
miles long and embraces the battlefields 
of Chickamauga, Orchard Knob, Lookout 
Mountain, Missionary Ridge, Brown's 
Ferry and Wauhatchie. These fields 
have been carefully staked out with the 
positions of the armies engaged. Many 
of the guns used in the engagements have 
been placed in position and it is expected 
that all will be in time. Tablets and 
monuments will commemorate particular 
actions, so that the park will be a pan- 
orama of the great battles fought within 
its boundaries. 

The idea of turning the fields of de- 
cisive battles of the late war into na- 
tional parks is a happy one and has 
been excellently inaugurated at Chicka- 
They will be treasure houses of 
historical -relics and reminiscences and 
memorials not of the victories of one 
side but of the heroisms of both sides— 
of the Splendid fighting qualities of the 
American soldier. 

These parks will be historic grounds, 
where the men of the North and the 
men of the South, tender with memories 
of those who met in battle, can meet in 
peace and cherish a common heritage of 
glory. 

THE SCHOOL ELECTION. ' 


The legal side af the question of hold- 
ing a School Board election seems in 
such a tangle that none but legal experts 
can straighten it out, but on the moral 
side there can be but one view of the 
School Board’s duty. The election should 
be held if it is possible to do so. 
Reasonable terms for the office of 
School Director have been fixed by the 
Board. As long as the rules designate 
this term it is a vital point in sound 
public policy to adhere to it. If the 
Board permits the rule to be violated 
in this instance it will set a dangerous 
preeedent for the future. Whenever 
it may suit the majority of the Board 
to hold together for any purpose, good 
or bad, the election may be passed and 
the’ precedent of this Board pleaded in 
justification of it. eae 

If, for any except insurmountable ob- 
stacles the Board passes the election and 
permits directors whose terms expire un- 
der the rule to retain’ office, a color of 
truth will be given to the charge that 
it is the intention of the majority to effect 
certain personal and political objects by 
this means. It will open the door to 
future abuses and will go far to demon- 
strate that the School Board cannot be 
trusted to control its elections and that 
if the present law does not deprive it of 
this control a Jaw must be passed that

THE ARMENIAN ATROCITIES. 

The world’s attention has never been 
called to greater horrofs than those re- 
vealed by the Armenlan correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch and World. It is 
doubtful if the long record of Turkish 
crime and cruelty in Greece, Bulgaria 
und other dépendencies can show the 
equal of these atrocities. 

The imagination of men who in any 
measure enjoy the blessing of good gov- 
ernment and security from oppression 
cannot grasp the horrors of the situation 
of the Armenians, whose government is 
a scourge and the officials and soldiers of 
which are licensed criminals of the most 
depraved type.

ENTOMBED IN A MINE. 


Letters Written by the Victims of the 
McAvers Horror in Australia. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A special from 
Vancouver, British Columbia, to the Herald 
says: Advices received by the Australian 
steamer Miowera say that the bodies of the 
victims of the Bidora mine disaster have 
been recovered after two weeks’ labor. T 
men were working in McAvers mine whe 
the banking made to keep off the river 
gave way, filling the outlet of the mine 


with slum. They were imprisoned and 
almost within hearing of the rescuers, but 
were starving to death: It took exactly 
fourteen days to reach the dyin „ and 
in that time all were beyond the need of 


assistance. 

Evidence of the terrible suffering of the 
poor fellows at the last moments were 
most heartren „ * Bellevi that they 
would be eventually reached by would-be 
rescuers, but knowing too that it, would 
be too late, the men evidently held an ante- 
mortem council, for most of them wrote 
letters to friends and relatives from theif 
living grave, and there were evidences of 
solemn intercourse before death ended 
their terrible sufferings. 

All but one of the men were found in a 
naturally formed chamber, dying side by 
side, quietly as if sleeping. They wore 

ceful expressions, and must before death 
ave been lulled to dy the generated 
gases. By the letters t they had, how- 
ever, in conversation together for 
twenty-four hours after their frightful im- 
prisonment. The following, is one of the 
letters, verbatim, of a victim, written in 
pencil:
